Pope Praises Beauty

Vatican City — (NC) — Pope 
Pius XII has praised the beauty 
of the contemplative life in a let- 
ter sent to the prior of the Car- 
thusian Monastery of Vedana at 
Mas di Sedico, Italy, on the oc- 
casion of the fifth centenary of 
the monastery’s foundation. 

In commenting on the remark- 
able history of the Charterhouse 
of Vedana, the Pope said that the 
life of the contemplative orders 
is one of the highest beauty, in 
which the monks are dedicated 
to a hidden life of prayer and

Hayes’ books were ordered 
burned by Hitler because of 
their attack on racism and ex- 
treme nationalism. 


While American ambassador to 
Spain from 1942 to 1945, Hayes 
was influential in keeping Spain 
from yielding to the pressure of 
se German armies on her fron- 
ier. 


In 1946 he received Notre

the nobleness of a race of which 
the whites should be proud.

It is a para- 
dox that mortifies the nation, a 
contradiction that denies its gen- 
ius.

Cleveland, Ohio —(NC)}— 
Catholic Laymen need no 
other vocation or ordination 


beyond that of baptism and 
confirmation to work in the 
field of the lay apostolate. 


There is a role for the laity that 
is essentially its own, said Martin 
H. Work, executive director of the 
National Council of Catholic Men, 
in an address before the 3lst su- 

reme conclave of the Phi Kappa 
raternity here. 


Mr. Work outlined a “check list” 
which Catholic men could use to 
measure their work in the lay apos- 
tolate. He told the 200 delegates 
to ask themselves what they con- 
sidered the lay apostolate to be. 


AFTER QUOTING Pope Pius 
Xll as saying that the lay people 
were not only the front line of the 
Church, but that they, in essence, 
were the Church, Mr. Work said: 


“If we are the Church, then we 
have a responsibility to work for 
and with the Church in spreading 
the teachings of Crhist every- 
where.” 


The lay apostolate is no new 
idea, said Mr. Work. It goes 
back as far as Peter, when he 
was speaking to the lay people 
of the time, and told them: “You 
are the royal priesthood.” 


There is a place for the lay- 
men in the world, said Mr. Work, 
and that is, “Going where our 
priests and our bishops cannot 
go.” 


Mr. Work struck out at what he 
called the “ghetto mentality” of 
Catholics who do nothing about 


their faith until they are attacked.

There were only unified neutral 
trade unions, and since 1949 there 
has been a unified neutral federa- 
tion of trade unions, the Deutsche 
Gewerkschafts Bund (DGB). The 
DGB has more than six million 
members. It is by far the largest 
and most powerful workers’ or- 
ganization in West Germany. Its 
strength guarantees the highest 
respect for its demands. 


The Christian Trade Unions 
were organized because workers’ 
movements in Germany are 
closely connected with Social- 
ism, At least 50 per cent of the 
workers in Germany, and in cer- 
tain industrial areas even 80 per 
cent, have a Socialistic orienta- 
tion and no Church affiliation. 


Thus it is easy to understand

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Has Russia Become 
~~ Tourtst-Happy’'?

Washington —(NC)}— Has 


Russia become tourist-happy? 


Perhaps the iron curtain isn’t down completely, but it 
would seem some parts of it have been replaced with patches 


of steel mesh. 


This new arrangement keeps some persons out, but per- 
mits many others to penetrate and see the “new Russia,” a 


land of showplaces and courteous 
people-—just like the travel folder 
says. 

Such speculation is based on the 
experience of Father James A. 
Magner, procurator of the Catholic 
University of America here, who 
recently spent six days as a tourist 
in Russia 

Father Magner, who has trav- 
eled extensively in Africa, Europe 
and South America, led a group 
of ten teachers who entered the 
Soviet Union after visiting Scan- 
dinavia. They left Russia through 
East Berlin. 


He said here his visit was not! 


unlike tours he had made in other 
countries. The group had little 
difficulty in getting entrance 
visas to visit Leningrad and Mos- 
cow. 

“It was well managed. The food 
and lodgings were satisfactory. 
The guides were. courteous and 
helpful and we were given con- 
siderable freedom to tour on our 
own,” he explained in his office 
here. 


The Chicago priest said he did 
not wear his clerical garb tour- 
ing, nor did he offer Mass in the 
country. But from his passport 
and other papers, the Russians 
must have known he was a 
priest, he said. 


Father Magner said he asked his 
guides to show him Catholic 
churches, but they produced only 
the Church of St. Louis of the 
French in Moscow. 

“Tt was closed and surrounded 
by a high iron fence, with the 
ates heavily padlocked,” Father 

agner said. “The neighborhood 
reople told our group that the 
priest celebrates Mass once a 
week. I assumed this meant on 
Sunday.” 

He said that when he first asked 
to see Catholic churches, the Rus- 
sians offered to take him to Bap- 
tist churches, explaining that many 
visiting Americans frequently 
went to Baptist services. 


The priest sai¢ he toured the 
University of Moscow and there 
made inquiries about freedom of 
religicn. Both students and 
teachers, he said, told him there 
was “a complete freedom” in 
Russia, but that “nobody believ- 
ed in those religious myths any- 
more” with the result that there 
wer. only a few churches, 


Father Magner said that during 
his trip Intourist, the official Sov- 
jet touring agency, allowed his 

roup great freedom. “I walked 
he sidewalks, visited stores and 
showplaces and took about 3,100 
feet of films, meeting nothing but 
courtesy from Russian officials and 
people.” 

What's behind th new “wel- 
come tourists” approach -of the 
Reds? 


FATHER MAGNER speculated 
that the Communists feel they 
have established themselves so 
firmly in Russia they now can 
open up some sections of the coun- 
try and show themselves off. 

“Both cities we visited were in 
grand shape,” he said. “The Rus- 
sians had re-built most of the fam- 
ous landmarks and obviously were 
eager to show them off. 

“I had the feeling that the 
whole approach was being man- 
aged by some public relations 
men, who were familiar with 
te. .niques developed in some

up a good front. And they did.” 


Father Magner visited Stalin 
and Lenin’s tomb. “Every day 
there were lines of people, that 
sometimes extended four blocks, 
waiting to get in,” he stated. He 
saw numerous pictures and statues 
of Stalin. 

During his “sidewalk tours,” 
Father Magner was struck by the 
grimness of the people. 


“The streets are extremely wide 


—some ten or 12 lanes—but there 
were few cars or busses, every- 
body walked,” he explained. “The 
people were dressed in gray or 
black. There was nowhere a feel- 
ing of gaiety. Everybody seemed 
very intent on his business, as if 
either coming from or going to 
work in a great hurry.”
